The milk producers of the fluid milk 
district of Chicago will receive $2.00 
a hundred for thfeir milk for July, 
.$2.05 for August and $2.00 for Sep- 
tember. This is a considerable increase 
ever the present price. 
£, The buyers and the committee of the 
milk board Avith a group of interested 
farmers and bankers met at the Hotel 
LaSalle Thursday for thovadjoumed 
meeting of the previous Monday, -when 
the buyers and the producers were un- 
able to come to an agreement on the 
price of milk. 

The vote taken by the producers at 
flrst showed them unanimous for $2.20 
for milk and this price was SKsin put 
before the buyers. T^e buyers refus* 
ed to meet this price. The producers 
held insiatant to this price and when 
the final price acceptable to the farm- 
ers was presented to the buyers they 
finally yielded to the demand of the 
producers for more money for their 
product and offered $2 00 for July, $2.05 
for August and $2.00 for September and 
$2.05 for Octoher. The producers ac- 
cepted this increase with the exception 
of the October price, which was'turn- 
ed down. 

This gives the fluid milk men of this 
district a considerable boost inasmuch 
as the distributors are still to maintain 
the 12c a quart price on the Chicago 
market, and cives the farmer 45c of 
the 12c price received by the diatribu- 
tors but as yet the farmers are entitled 
to one-half of the price received for 
their product and no doubt will soon re- 
ceive it when the distributors see the 
injustice of paying drivers as much as 
the producer receives.

Nab Rosenberg in Connection 
With Antioch Bank Robbery 

Sam Rosenberg, wanted in Lake 
county with John Gilmore in connec- 
tion with the robbery of the An- 
tioch Statfe bank, ha's been ari'ested 
in Chicago, according to a report 
from the American Bankers' associa- 
tion received by Sheriff Elmer J. 
Green. 

Rosenberg, the report says, was 
caught in the Commercial National 
bank -in Chicago when he attempted 
to, cash a bogus check. It is declar- 
ed by the banking officials that Ros- 
enberg is a notorious gangster of a 
west side Chicago crowd who has 
been coshihg a number of worthless 
checks throughout the Chicago dis- 
trict, and is wanted in several cities. 

Gilmore and 'Rosenberg were both 
released on bonds following a grand 
jnry indictment charging them with 
robbing the Antioch bank. ■ Their 
case was called to trial several times 
and in each case one or the other of 
the defendants held up the trial by 
his absence. Rosenberg generally de- 
layed the trial by sending doctor's 
certificates to the circuit court here 
stating that he was ill with appendi- 
citis and that to move him might 
prove fatal.

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Quite a number of Chicago people 
rwere in the servicoa of tho church, last 
Sunday morning. Tho serrice "was de- 
voted to law and order. The pastor 
declared that when *^e majority of 
the i)eople In anyicomniunity regrister 
their will at the ballot box and that 
uriU is crystalized into law, no mat- 
ter whether that community be a small 
local community, a whole state, or 
the entire nation, then there ia only 
one thing for a decent citizen to do: 
and that ia strictly to ohey the law. 
He who disregards the law promotes 
enaichy and his conduct ia traitorous. 
He pointed out thart; this condemnation 
comes not only on the Nvretched boot- 
legger, whom nobody respects, but 
equally upon tho "respected citizen" 
who thinks it smart to break the law 
a little in some few small matters so 
long as he can "get away with it." 

Tho speaker showed that the entire 
wet propaganda has for its aim to 
secure breaking of tho law for abso- 
lutely no other purpose than to malie 
liquor dealers richer. Nobody knows 
better than the men who are paying 
for the propaganda for "beer and 
light wines" that their proposal would 
mean a far worse holocause ol 
drunkenness that wo had before pro- 
hibition came. 

The whole claim and argument that 



prohibition la falling was branded as 
lying, pure and simple, and the 
preacher declared that the very men 
'putting put that argument are the men 
who krio\7 best of all men that thq 
United States prohibition law is the 
most stupendous snccess of any griat 
national movement wiUiIn a genera- 
tion. The wets are painfully aware 
that the people of the whole country 
are so well pleased with the Volstead 
law as it is that, in the recent pri- 
maries, they have,, by their ballota, 
nominated for congress one hundred 
and six dry men and only one wet 
one; 

As a sample of wet "dope" there 
Tras cited the case of tho Chicago Tri- 
bune representing Professor Irving 
Fisher, of Yale, a very high authority, 
as writing in a vein unfavorable to 
our prohibition law. Professor Fish- 
er hastened to correct the Tribune's 
misrepresentation, declaring himseli 
more strongly for prohibition since 
seeing how it works, and he adds that 
it is now adding more than five bil- 
lion dollars a year to the income of 
our people. At that rate, by next 
year, prohibition, in four years, will 
have saved us enough' to buy oU the 
railroads in the United States, with all 
their properties and equipment. 

Judge Gcmmill', of Chicago, one of 
the most expert statisticians in tho 
country, finds that there are 700,000 
fewer arrests for drunkenness in the 
United States each year now than be- 
for prohibition came. 

The wets claim that more people 
are dying from liquor drinking now 
than before prohibition. But right 
in Chicago, in the Bridewell, there 
were 179 deaths from liquor in 1917. 
Last year there was just one.

Hooper Says Position Jewell Is NOw 

Taking Deprives His OrQanJza- 

tion of the Protection of the 

Federal Labor Board. 



Chicago, July 4.— Tlie walkout of 
100,000 railway shopmen assumed an 
even more menacing aspect as the 
strike threatened to spread to 800,000 
additional rail workers In the main- 
tenance of way and clerical depart- 
ments. 

B. F. Grable, grand president of the 
Brotherhood of Maintenance of Way 
Men, and B. H. Fitzgerald, grand 
president of the Brotherhood of Kail- 
way, and Steamship Clerks, were 
closeted -with Mr. Je\vell In a confer- 
ence. : - . * 

None of 'the labor leaders would 
make n statement after their confer- 
ence, 

Tho . railway executives already 
hav.e laid plans for coping with any 
contingency that may arise In con- 
tinuing operations In the railway 
shops. Each of the roads will Issue 
bulletins warning employees that if 
they do not return to work tliey will 
be deprived of seniority and pension 
rights. . , 

Union and railroad ofBcIals dis- 
agreed as to the actual percentage of 
men who walked out In protest 
against the ?GO,000,000 wage cut or- 
dered by the United States raU road 
board. B, M. Jewell, head of the 
striking crafts organization, said tho 
strike was. 100 per cent efTectlve. Rail- 
road figures showed tliot In some 
places all the men walked out, In oth- 
ers 75 to 80 per cent, and In many 
places only 40 to CO per cent. 

"The strike Is on and the trains are 
running as usual." Tills was tlie word 
received from all parts of tho coun- 
try. There was little disorder re- 
ported. 

The shopmen's attitude was mada 
cl»ar "by Mr. Jewell. 

''As far ns we are concerned." said 
JewOU's statement, "tho United Stntea 
railroad labor board no longer has 
jurisdiction over our altalrs. Our men 
are not now working for any rail- 
roads." 

And In reply that obviously was 
Intended as an oClclal prophecy, 
Chairman Hooper aald: 

"The position Mr. Jewell Is now 
taking to tho effect thnt the employees 
whom he represents ore no longer un- 
der the jurisdiction o£ the United 
Stntea railroad labor board or the 
transportation act and, consequently, 
that tliey are not In a position to 
avail themselves ot the nmnlfold pro- 
tectlon that' the board has given his 
organization and Its members during 
the last two years, Is a position that 
may rise to hnunt him later." 

The first deOnlte Intimation that 
federal troops might be called to 
protect workers fllUng the jobs of 
strikers also came from Chairman 
Hooper when he contended In the 
following statement thnt such work- 
ers should not be regarded as "scabs." 
"There Is one new thought In con- 
nection with tills strike that should 
bo Impressed upon evorjbody con- 
cerned. 

"The man who takes the work that 
has been abandoned by a striker ol- 
ways has becnv called a scab- or a 
Btrllcebreaker, terms to which much 
approbrlum attaches In some quarters. 
"In tlie present case the men who 
Qsaiime the work abandoned by tlie 
striking railway employees cannot be 
justly reproached with tlie epithets 
mentioned. , 

"This Is not the customary case 
In which the employer nnd employees 
have a controversy about rule's or 
wages and each tries to impose his 
views on the otlier. 

"In this case tho controversy Is 
not, ns In the former sense, between 
tlie carriers and their employers. Tho 
people, by act of congress approved 
by President Wilson, established a 
government tribunal charged with tho 
duty of nnd vested with the power to 
flx rules and wages for railway em- 
ployees. 

"Disputes as to rules and wages 
were submitted and tho evidence and 
arguments fully presented on both 
sides. Decisions of these disputes 
were handed down by tho United
